Mas -achusetts Judge Summarizes Con- 
ditions in Nation. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—Reports on 
the conditions of Catho! ic charities from prac- 
tically all sections of the country were read 
today at the forenoon session of the first 
mational conference of Catholic charities 
which was held at the Catholic university of 
America and was presided over by James F. 
Kentiedy of Chicago. Most of the reports 
dealt with the question of fairness or unfair- 
ness of State charity organizations and in- 
stitutions to Catholic interests. 

Practically all of the reports showed an 
absence of prejudice on the part of officials 
and declared that the administrations of state 
boards of charity were fair and just, and that 
there was no effort on the part cof state in- 
etituticns to interfere with the religious and 
apiritual interest of Catholics. 


Judge Says U. 8; Is Fair. 


At the hequest of the presiding officer of ) 
the conference Bednar ety Charles De Courcey of 


the Superior court of Massachusetts sum- 


marized the conditions of Catholic charities | 


throughout the United States as indicated 
by the reports received by the conference 
from states and cities. These documents, he 
declared, showed that Catholics had ho rea- 
son to complain of unfair treatment on the 
part of the governmental authorities. 

In view of the generally good- conditions 
in this report he did got. consider it nécessary 
to organize state conferences of Catholic 
charities, a question which the national con- 
ference had submitted to Catholic charity 
workers throughout the country, but he ad- 
vised the formation of diocesan conferences. 


Pleads for Safety of Girls. 


The Rev. P, Mueller-Simons of Strassburg 
made a report on the International Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Young Girls, and 
set forth the dangers which confront the 
girl who leaves home.in search of a means 
of livelihood: He declareé the so-called white

To wage war against these evils he advo- 
cated the creation of special central offices 
of the association for the protection of girls 
located fn the most important city of each 
diocese and cotperating with Catholic socie- 
ties and homes for the protection of girls all 
over the world.

For lack of 
wakeful selfinterest we have had a nar- 
row escape from the capture of our har | 
dor situation by @ private corpdration, 
and though that misfortune has been 
evaded we still need a more definite and 
determined public sentiment in the busi- 
mess community to press legislation anj 
insist upom a practical and prompt begin- 
ning of the work to be done. 

As poner Smith points out in 
his analysis of the local @ituation, we must 
meet ‘the question of terminal facilities 
and of access to our outer port.

the one adopted by the American livery 
stable keeper for the men employed on the 
coaches which he lets out to parties of tour- 
ists, and it Is easy under the circumstances 
to understand the British resentment caused 
thereby. Then there is the naval cockade, 
which is oval; and the military cockade. 
used also by all. civilian dignitaries of the 
crown, and which is fan shaped. 
ae 


The use of the cockade has spread to for- 
eign countries, forming part and parcel of 
the liveries of servants in the employ of offi- 


} clals. The cockades of the Spanish royal | 


liveries are bright red, those of the kaiser 
and of the royal house of Prussia black and 
white, those of the president of the French 
republic being the national colors, red, white, 
and blue. In France. there is no rule re- 
stricting the use of cockades, which aré to 
be seen, white In hue, adorning the highly 
giazed white hats of the Parisian hack 
driver, and which need not necessarily be 
taken as indicating his Jacobite gi tg aes 
But In monarchical countries the rule (is 


much stricter, and, as I have stated above, 


the use of cockades by thé servants of any 
save those who hold the commission of the 
sovereign or who represent foreign gov- 


| ermments in a diplomatic capacity is frowned 


upon by the authorities. Indeed, in some 
countries of contineptal Europe the unwar- 
ranted use of a cockade is apt to lead to 
serious trouble with the police.

Wiliam LL. Cary, an American citizen who 
makes his home in California, has just sold 
for the sum of $100,000 an island on yonder 
side of the Atlantic, and which had belonged 
to his family for many generations, to an 
English manufacturer of Htddersfield. The 
‘island, while owned, at any rate for the last 
ten years, by an American, has nevertheless 
been subject to the English crown ever 
gince its sovereignty was transferred to the 
latter about 150 years ago’ in return for 
eash by the Duke of Atholl of the day, who 
had inherited it from the historic house of 
Stanley, of which the Karl of Derby is the 
chief. It is known as the Calf of Man and 
is separated from the Isle of Man by a swift | 
and treacherous channel about a mile wide. 
Comprising about 1,500 acres, and the coast 
consisting in part of <liffs 500 feet high, it 
enjoye entire immunity from taxation and 
no one can Jand, and above all live there, 
without the sanction of the owner. Indeed, 
it is im every sense of the word a strictly 
private estate. It Is laid out a8 such, ‘with 
a roomy mansion of the style of architec- 
ture of 160 years ago, and cottages for the 


}employés, also stables for’ the cattle and 


for the two horses employed for the farm 
work. 
> William Cary’s father lived there for many 
years an extremely retired life. He was a 
men of scholarly attainments, devoted him- 
self to study, and rarely visited the Isle of 
Man. . His son and successor emigrated as 
a boy to the United States and earned his 
living as a grocery boy, a mail clerk, and a | 
salesman before bullding up a large commis- 
sion and produce firm in the west, by means 
of which he amassed a fortune, There he 
developed a taste for American life which 
totally unfitted him for the quiet, secluded 
existence which his father had led on the 
island, and it is for this reason that he has | 
now solé his ancestral Calf of Man.

Empress Eugénie on Saturday last caused 
to be auctioned off at Dax, in the department 
of Landes, in the southwest of France, a 
considerable tract of property, valued at 
about $500,000. It bears the odd name of 
Solferino and consists of a broad expanse of 
one time moor land which Napoleon Il. 
presented to his consort at the beginning of 
1860 in memory of his successful campaign 
against Austria which had culminated in his 
victory of Solferino, Napoleon was a great 
believer in'the possibilities of Landes, ‘which 
until the beginning of his reign had been left 
entirely waste; and at his instance she 
caused the property to be inclosed and em- 
ployed capable men to develop its resources. 
It became In course of time an exceedingly 
, fertile piece of land, and the estate was ren- 

dered not only self-sustaining but productive 
of handsome profits; while a prosperous vil- 
lage, inhabited almost wholly by people oc- 
+ eupied on the estate, sprang up there, which 
took its name of Solferino therefrom. 

After the establishment of the republic all 
Empress Eugénie’s property was confiscated 
and it was only years afterwards that she 
was able, partly by dint of negotiations and 
, partly through litigation, to recover at least 

her own perfonal and private possessions. 
These included this estate which she has just 
sold, and the money which the sale has 
brought to her will doubtless go to swell the 
fortune which it is understood will at her 
death be bequeathed in equal shares to 
Prince Napoleoh and to the young Queen 
of Spain. |

The group of stars can be easily dietin- 
guished by means of five stars of the third 
ead fourth magnituiies, forming a figure re- 
sembling a little, straight handled dipper 
turned upside down. It is popularly referred 


partly in the Milky Way. The star in the end 
of the handle pf the dipper is called Lambda, 
and is placed in the bow of Sagittarius, just 
within the Milky Way. 

While there are many beatitiful telescopic 
objects of interest in this constellation, there 
are no very bright stars, but the resplendent 
light of the Milky Way through which it 
plows adds greatly to the attractiveness of 
this otherwise insignificant group of stars. 
With: Capricornus, however, Sagittarius at 
present serves a useful purpose in enabling 
the observer to locate the planet Uranus, 
which is in a line and half way between the 
Milk Dipper and the stars of Alpha and Beta 
in Capricornus. It is barely discernibie to the 
haked eye; but can be detected by keen eyes 
as a@ neat round disk of green hue, and 
can be readily distinguished the stars 
which are never more than points of light in 
appearance. 


~- 

The planet Uranus was accidentally discov- 
ered by Sir William Herschel, who ** recog- 
nized it as a strange body of unusual charac- 
ter, for it had a perceptible disk and could be 
neither a fixed star nor a nebula.” The planet 
is so distant from the sun that it receives 
only about one three-hundredth the amount 
of light and heat we are accustomed to here, 
and requires. eighty-four years to make-¢ne. 
cireuit'atound the sun. ‘Uratius can be well 
seen with an opera glass, but a teleacepe is. 
required to show it to the best advantage. 

Low down in the southeastern sky is a 
bright star, known as Fomalhaut, from the 
Arabic word, meaning “the mouth of the 
southern fish,” since it forms part of the 


constellation of that name. It is sometimes 


réferred to as the lonely star, as it is theonly 
bright star in that region of the sky. but in 
Teality it is accompanied in its journey 
through space by a tiny companion star. , 
Fomalhaut is easily located by means of 
Alpha and ‘Beta in the Square of Pegassus, 
which point southwest in its direction. This 
star is the farthest south of any very bright 
star visible in our latitude. It first makesits 
appearance in autumn, and adorns the starlit 
skies during the frosty nights of early winter.

The tragedy of tragedies in lfe is an evil 
child of good parents.

There is no sosethie: excuse in al the werd 
for being morally lower in the scale than 
one’s parents. Not to be as good & Man as 
father, not to be as fine 4 woman as mother, 
is the ultimate mark of inexcusable failure in 
livin 

Here and there these words may reach the 
eyes of some who, m with their con- 
sciences, must admit that they come under 
that classification. Bere they then the hon- 
est courage to own up to the shamefulness 
of their failure? 

Very likely, if by any chance this question 
it 
would call forth a quick and abject confes- 
sion. When a boy out of a Christian home 
plunges beneath the level of all recognized 
decency, every ray of memory that reaches 
him in the depths of his evil living sets him 
to despising himself for being so unlike what 
hie parents heped he would be. And so the 
girl who has sold her purity for the wages 
of sin cringes with shame whenever the 
flash of remembrance compels her to com- 
pare herself with her mother. 

For such as these, who acknowledge their 
sins because sin that cannot be denied has 
so totally overwhelmed them, two vast pities 
toom up—the pity that out of their wretched 
souls character has been eaten until no moral 
power is left in them to make their remorse 
availing, and the pity that so few Christian 
hends bring the lifting strength of Jesus to 
such lives. 

But there is another pity—age great a pity— 
for those who because they have not for- 
feited respectability seem totally unable to 
realize that none the less they have dropped 
down a grievous moral declivity when they 
let. the religion of father and mother fall out 
of their lives.

CANCER MAKES A GAIN. 


Victims in 1909 than in 


Washington. D. ¢. Sept. 26.—[Special.}— 
Figures compiled by the census bureau show 
| pdccreane in. the percentage of deaths from 

uberculosis in 1900.as compared with pre- 
vious years. The rate in 1900 was 167.6 per 
100,000 as compared with 173.9 in 1908. There 
was Gn increase af 6,481 tm the Bamber of 
Geuths, however. 

“ The 1900 rate is tha towed en Keones fir 
the. census registration area,” says the re- 
port, “although it shoukd be remembered 
that the rates for this area, to which large 
additions were made in 1906, 1908, and 1900, 
may not be strictly comparable throughout 
the period covered with respect to constitu- 
tion of population.” 

Exchiding Ohio, which is shown only for 
1908, eleven of the seventeen registration 
states presented n i decreases in 
deaths from tuberculosis for 1909 as com- 
pared with 1908, the largest being’ for New 
York [415] and Rhode Island [107].”’ 


Cancer Is on Increase. 

“Cancer showed a much greater propor- 
tional increase.in the nunsber of deaths than 
tuberculosis, rising from 388,465 for 1908 to 
37,562 for 1908," continues the report. “ The 
death rate increased from 74.8 to 77, the lat- 
ter being the highest crude death rate from 
cancer thus far reported. | 

“The uniform tendency to increase in the 
number of deaths reported from cancer is 
shown in the totals reported for the registra- 
tion states and cities for 1908 and 1900. All 
the seventeen states for which data are 
given for the two years showed more deaths 
from this cause in the latter year except 
Maryland and South 

slightly diminished num were returned. 
. Of the thirty-six large cities only five showed 
more deaths from cancer in 1908 than fn 1900, 
and the amounts of decrease were small in 
each case. 

“The numerical increase in the deaths 
registered from cancer was not large for any 
particular state or city, but the most im- 
presive feature is the widespread increase 
shared by all states and cities with but few 
exceptions. 


Typhoid Deaths Decrease. 

“The total number of deaths caused by 
typhoid fever in the registration area for the 
year 1909 was 10,722, a reduction of 658 from 
the number, 11,375, recorded for the smaller 
registration area of 1908. The death rate 
fell from 25.3 to 22 per 100,000 estimated pop- 
ulation.

was the lowest recorded since the series of 
census annua! reports was instituted, and the 
rate for 1900 shows a marked reduction from 
that of the previous year. It is nearly one- 

‘third lees than the rate shown for the five 
year period 1001-1905 (82.2), although still 
more than twice as large as that of England 
and Wales. 

“'The success already obtained in its re- 
duction should encourage further progress 
in this direction until residence and travel 
in this country shall be as safe in this re- 
spect as in the best regulated countries of 
Europe, where the disease is becoming prac- 
tically negligible as @ menace to public 
health.”’
